Professor Graff Discussed 
English Dramatist Last 
Night 

PLAYS ARE POPULAR 

Shakespeare More Endeared 
To Germans Than K His v : 
Own Cbuntryn^PIp 

Professor Graff, in- his lectm-e on 
"Shakespeare in Geimany," given last 
evening in the Arts BuUdlng, stated 
thAt Shakespeare . xia^|b^^;> more 
endeared to Germans mwfiS^is own 
countrymen, due pp,rtly to the fact 
that modem Germany Is nearer to 
Old England of Shakespeare's day 
and also to the fact that t hijljMiîûa ge 
of the translator Sclileggei WSa^of 
today whereas the English of Shakes- 
peare is so different as to call for a 
modernized verston. Furthermore Or. 
Graff pointed put that the. cultural 
centres of .England and Prance are 
London and Paris whereas Shakes- 
pearian plays; iheludli^ hii Uss known 
ones .are played* in about ISO cities In 
Germany.' ■ ■ . •- 

: UnUl. the second-quarter.'of : the-lSth 
oentiiry 'Shakespeare. was linkhown in 
Germany. Before that time English 
comedians travelling through the 
country,' had given hopelessly re- 
dramatised versions, tlie German thé- 
atre-^iiras completely disorgoniaed and 
thé ' literary outlook was octremely 
dark. Then 'French classicism became 
the model for. all German Uterature, 
and all previous plays 'were replaced 
by French ones, of the classical type, 
Later Klopstock's Messiah appeared. 
"This , was: spontaneous and lyrical and 
written in dfrect opposition to the 
Prenoh school. '.When Voltaire, the 
most famous French mind at the time 
Introduced Shakespeare to France and 
began to Ibiltate.him he attracted the 
interest of Germany. > 

Shakespeare did not observe thé 
i^lBssical rules, however. Leasing held 
that he had interpreted Aristotle more 
surely than the French classicists, be- 
cause although ,the' classical rules of 
unity might apply for Greek tragedy, 
they , are only incidental. The more 
fundamental requirement, he said, 
was natural truth and Shakespeare, 
by instinotiye genius had observed this 
law. :,wi«land first attempted to 
transite. Shakespeare and did not 
scruple to .translato all his work with 
the exception of "Midsummer Night's 
Dream" in prose, thereby, arousing .'the 
natural resentment of critics, who felt 
Uut Shakespeare better left un- 
translafed.i^l'';^;'' •'' 

Les8li\g, Herder, ahd Wieland never 
succeeded in ; popularizing Shakes- 
peare; they were thé aristocrats, aloof 
It remained 

for ';SchU^^.''intefpret Shakespeare 
for thé masses; he had the abUlty to 
capture the nihid.of the multitude and 
although 'the others had greater crea- 
tive .power; hé isurpaissed them; as a 
leader of. people; However, although 
he comes nearest to a true interpreta- 
tion of Shakespeare, his Shakespeare 
has always » Schlllérian cast and a 
definite moral and ethical significance.'

from Presidential .candidates, lest 
the latter be thought^ to' do so 
solely for election purpows rather 
than as representing a large num- 
ber of imdergraduates who actual- • 
ly wish some change. 

Rccogniies bsaes 
; Therefore I. -can;only say that if 
eleoted I shall do my best to deal faith- 
fully with '-lissues'' as they arise. To 
me, election wUl mean that a majority 
of the students havp placed thek con- 
fidence in my Judgment; while this is 
not a light responsibility, I shall do my 
best to deserve it and the honour 
which accompanies it; 

In running for.this office, I feel that 
not only shall I be fitted to 'concern 
myself with the current affairs of the 
University and the student, body; to 
direct and act to the best intereste of 
the dectorate as a. whole, , but also, in 
extrà-ourrieular organizations.

A curious commentai? ùn human nature is sug- 
gested by the persistent tallc in European capitals 
of disarmament Vliins. In the midst of a decade re- 
pletPAWl th international strife and ill-wUl, there are 
^^Sna traveUing from country to country talk- 
ing,- talking, talking about arms ànd àrmatnjénts.' As 
if any country ivill bind herself to reduce present 
armaments or piomise not to increase aliove the 
present level; 

lV)day, as ever, Europe Is a mosaic of nation- 
alities.; Today,, more,,than, ever, 'Euifope^, has un- 
econwniofbouBdaiies cutting' cpnsumetir' from pro- 
ducers, and -aourees of raw materials from the fac- 
tories. To add to ttie difficulty, national boun- 
daries are surmounted by high tariffs. 

I do not suggest that any country in' Eur(ve 
today is wUUng to rlslc her national life by starting 
a war ot 'aggression 'to round out her economic des- 
tiny, but ti)e hatred caused by the condition is not 
to be disdained as a. factor of international Ul-wUL 
And where there is ill-wiU there must be the means 
ot restmining it. And the only ' method of d(ring 
this is by having a bludgeon tiueatening any ag- 
gressor. This is one of the reasons that Europe can- 
hot disarm at the present time. Another reason. Is 
ttie rife condition in the Pacific. 

While statesmen are tallcing > altout disannlng 
the united Statlu is. laying flogn^ yeral new war-' 
vessels, not only because ti^j^^iieeded for the 
Navy, but also on the plea that ninety per cent of 
.the price of a battleship is paid out in wages, and 
this is as good a.means as any of getting money into 
the pockets of the American working-man. This is 
true, that suoh construction does provide a great 
amount of labour, still, in the matter of keeping up 
with the Joneses, Kngland and Japan, and Fïvnce 
and Italy must alio maintain their present ratio 
ot strength. Ever sinoe ain armament manufacturer 
demonstrated the simple rule , of aalesmanship that 
the best way of selling two submarines to one coun- 
try is by selling one to her p(^entlal enemy, the 
armament nMmufaet.urerB have been on the alert in 
{Minting out additions to foreign strength. 

3iCji»teniil talk about disarmament, is -harm- 
fuIlMfmBf^Xl'of-the people:.atila.rg(!. A bettei* 
method ot suobw would be to formulate a definite 
plan behind closed portals and present the FATT 
ACCOMPLI to the world. But no, this .method Is 
not used. Inquisitive newshawlss are^liUuned for 
the publicity, but perhaps what is more .important; 
all the talk of . unsuccessful conferences come 
straight from the official government news sources, 
90 betra^ngjhe fact tiiat> there are some capitals 
in EuropSl^^do. not care for the ultimate suc- 
cess ot any arais parley. 

Ne'xt: year the Washington- Treaty governing 
naval construction between the United States, Eng- 
land and Japan cornés up for revision. Present in- 
dications are that nothing will be done to continue 
the life of tfie' pact, rt- there is any possibility of 
having the powers concerned getting together on the 
problem,' the' best possible means of success is by 
preventing gi»vernmènt officials from giving pre- 
conference statements of policy^ so that if any bar- 
gaining is neicéssàrjr to achieve success, this can be 
done without loss of prestige. 

The laiid armament caiUe is lost; perhaps more 
success will attend the naval problem.

American ProgreiB 

Roosevelt's plea to industry to help recall good 
times from aroiind the comer, brhigs to the fore the 
important fact that government action alone can- 
not diive away the business depression. No matter- 
how much the Government does to pour new money 
into the country, prosperity cannot come back if^ 
the new cuh-ency is halted in its course by industry.. 

, ' It is an old economic fact chat money in tiie 
bank, or in the sock, or in the corporations' vaults 
has not the slightest influenoe;ln; the pri^^ 
commodities. It is moiiey spuitrand kèj^^r^^ 
ing, that adds to the monetai? stock of the coun- 
try and that tends to rises in the price level. ' 

It is this price level that Roosevelt and his so- 
called brain trust is tiding, to raise. The' Govern- 
ment is doing its share by spending tremendous 
sums in public woirks, but Industry so far has been 
lagging behind the level set by Washington, and 
keeps employees on, abbreviated payrolls.;, It<is truè 
that undei- the<.NRA. minimum, wages are specified, 
biit in most cases, this minimum is'.far below the 
subsistence stage, and while tiie worker does have 
more enforced leisure, it only affords him more time 

to brood over his position.

By hav- 
ing more money, every man wlll.be able to siiend 
more and so be .enabled to buy more products, âomë 
of their purchases will be of my^manufacturei ! In 
this way I shall be able to sell my' wares." .So far 
everybody agrees with his .line of reasoning.'' . He 
continues, however: "Now if I do raise the wages 
in my plant, what assurances Havo I that other rai- 
ployers will do the same. It 'only I increase my 
payroll, other manufacturers will reap the benefits 
of .my aoti ,,So far as^ I am concerne^, such action 
on my part will be même pbilanthrophy." A^ih.the 
feasotUug is logical. The whole problem centres' on 
Increasing all the payrolls at the same time. "Çhis 
the NBA has attempted, but the minimum hours 
fail to employ all the unemployed, and the miri' 
mum wage faljs' short of giving the employee a^liv. 
'lag. 

In the meantime .prices have risen considerably 
in the United States, and the wage'-scales under the 
NRA have not. been ioreasecl. Roosevelt considers 
that industiy should play ball. witii the administra 
tion by increasing wages i& the prices rise. The em 
ployers are wonderine which comes first, the chicken 
or the egg,
